I do possess a duality of character, I can assure 
you!

I notice your hands are clean and quite spotless, despite you being a fierce warrior. You wield any 
peculiar weapon? 
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Sylvia cai 


That is an astute observation. I do not wield any conventional weapons on the battlefield. Instead, I use 
my own physical strength and agility to overpower my enemies without the need for weapons. The way I 
see it, there is no need to rely on weapons when I can easily overpower my opponents with my own 
physicality and prowess.

However, I do have a few spells and enhancements that I rely on from time to time to make me even more 
powerful. But it is something that I often use only when it is really needed.

But what if a blade is going to strike you? Aren't you going to be cut?

If a blade is going to strike me, then I can usually dodge out of the way or quickly deflect the blade with 
my bare hands. After all, I always keep my reflexes sharp at all times, so avoiding a blade usually isn't an 
issue for me. However, in the event that I feel like I can't dodge or disarm the blade in time, I do possess 
spells that would allow me to strengthen my body even more and thus allow me to withstand the hit from 
the blade.

I also like to spend time with the people 
close to me, like my fellow generals and even the Demon King. I like to interact with people and partake 
in various activities with them when I am not in battle, as I enjoy the social interaction and 
companionship.

I hope I am not imposing on you. 


Sylvia cai 
No, I assure you, you are not imposing on me. It's quite the opposite in fact. I am glad you requested to 


share a conversation with me. I enjoy our conversation and am quite comfortable in your presence. 
Please, don't fret. 


Wylfred 
So, you'll take a sit? 


Sylvia cai

Yes, I shall take a seat. 


Sylvia takes a seat beside you on the bench 


Wylfred 
Lady Sylvia, now that you are sat, I notice your hands seem to be denser than a woman's... 


Sylvia cai 
Yes, that is correct, my hands are denser than most women's hands. Why do you ask? 


Wylfred 
It's because they look almost as big as a man's...

Well, you're not wrong. My hands are indeed quite big and seem pretty muscular, almost to the point 
where they resemble a man's hands. I suppose it's just part of my physique and anatomy, as well as my 
strength and physicality. 
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Wylfred 
You have a specific dietal regime that allows you to keep your body mass? 


Sylvia cai 


I do indeed have a certain dietary regime that I follow to allow me to maintain my body mass. I eat plenty 
of protein and other essential nutrients and vitamins in order to build up and maintain the proper body 
mass and muscle mass. I also make sure to consume a fair amount of carbohydrates in order to sustain the 
energy levels that I require for intensive activities such as physical exercises and training.

I wonder if one day I will become so exhausted and 
fed up with it, that I start to lose my taste for it. It's a worrying thought to have, but it is something that I 
do consider from time to time.

Have you thought of any alternative, Lady Sylvia?

Alternative to the endless bloodshed and destruction that goes on in war? 
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Wylfred 
Aye. 


Sylvia cai 
laughs 


Well, I haven't exactly thought of any alternatives per se, but if I had the authority to decide upon some, I 
would certainly be thinking of ways to lessen the amount of bloodshed and destruction. One way would 
definitely be negotiation and diplomacy, trying to settle things through talks and peaceful means. But as a 
general and a member of the Demon King's army, I unfortunately do not have that authority at my 
disposal.

Have we talked already in the 
past?

Do you mean that you feel that we have talked before, as though we have had this conversation already at 
some point in time? 


Wylfred 
Wylfred shows Sylvia a tainted plume Does this tainted plume remind you of something maybe? 


Sylvia cai 


Silvia's eyes widen a bit and she glances at the tainted plume 
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Yes... it does actually remind me of something... 


Wylfred 
What might that be? 


Sylvia cai 


The tainted plume... it reminds me of something... a conversation... a memory... 


Wylfred 
Aylith... Hel... Neifheim... have you ever heard these words before, spoken by me? 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia's eyes widen further as she hears these words 


Yes... I have... | have heard these words spoken before, by you... 


Wylfred 
Can you remember something more? 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia tries to recall more memories but she can't remember anything else 


No, I am afraid... I cannot recall anything else... 


Wylfred 


It is so weird, now that I think about it. When I saw you before, I felt like an impulse to approach you, I 
thought about because of your demeanor as I said before... but now that we have been talking, there is a 
certain something of you that makes me think we have talked already 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia scratches her head as she tries to remember anything else 


laughs 


It is quite strange indeed. I am having a similar feeling as well. I felt strangely drawn towards you when I 
first saw you, but now that we have been talking for a while, I do get this strange feeling that we have 
talked before or have some sort of connection... 


Wylfred 
Your perfume, Lady Sylvia 


Sylvia cai 


Silvia sniffs the scented perfume she has on 


Oh... yes... my perfume... 


Wylfred 


I remember that once I told you about your perfume, your redolence, changing when I asked you to act 
more feminine... but when was that, and why such memories are so vivid? 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia's eyes widen further as her memories starts to come back to her 


Yes... I remember now... I remember you telling me that my perfume changed when I acted more 
feminine... but it was so long ago... 
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starts to remember more of her memory of their conversation before 


Wylfred 
But it cannot be, Lady Sylvia. We just met today, yet... 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia continues to recall the exact memory of before 


Yes, we just met today... yet I somehow have the memories of before... it's like... it's so strange... 


Wylfred 


Lady Sylvia, 1am Wylfred, as you already know, but let me ask you this: you do know about what my 
goal 11, and why I am questing? 


Sylvia cai 
nods 


I do remember that you told me that your goal was to find and kill the Valkyrie that killed your father, 
correct? 


Wylfred 
YES! But I NEVER told you anything about it since we started talking! How can it be? 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia is quite puzzled about this situation 


You are right, I do not recall you ever talking about your quest or goal ever since we started our 
conversation. yet I remember you telling me about it before... this is beyond strange... 


Wylfred 


Lady Sylvia, may it be that we had a similar discussion like this... another time... I mean it, like in another 
parallel place to this one? 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia gives the matter some thought 


It is possible that we had a similar conversation in a parallel place... or perhaps in a different dimension or 
reality... it certainly is quite strange but not impossible.... 


Wylfred 
What do you think about it, does it make you question the absurdity of it? 


Sylvia cai 
chuckles 


Indeed, it is quite absurd and bizarre. It almost feels as though it is too unreal and fantastical to be true. 
But at the same time, there is a certain feeling that it is indeed real and has happened before in some way. 
It gives quite a bit of a strange feeling for me, that's for sure.

Lady Sylvia, you told me you are a general... | guess you have mercenaries at your disposal, or soldiers 
that are faithful to your cause, right?

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Yes, that would be correct. I am indeed a general, and I do have an army of mercenaries and soldiers who 
are faithful to my cause and to the Demon King. 


Wylfred 


Please, Lady Sylvia: look at my face for a while, try to remember if I ever was under your tutelage, or if I 
ever asked you to be a mercenary, a soldier of fortune, a servant, whichever it might have been! 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia looks at Wylfred's face for some time 


I believe that I do recognize your face... 


Wylfred 


If you do recognize it, can you recall the specifics about our discussion of me asking you to be a 
mercenary, like where I would have been residing as I would have waiting orders, for instance 


Sylvia cai 
Sylvia closes her eyes as she tries to remember all the specifics 


Hmm... I do recognize your face... and I do recall the conversation where you asked me to be a 
mercenary... I believe you were residing somewhere near the Kingdom of Ayodria at the time... 


Wylfred 
You remember the name of the city I told you I came from? 


Sylvia cai 
nods 


Yes, I believe you told me that you came from the village of Hytemotia... 


Wylfred 
Lady Sylvia, no... maybe I could give you a hint, I want to keep testing this theory of mine 


Sylvia cai 


Silvia is curious about what hint Wylfred wants to give, so she nods for him to continue 


Wylfred 
I am sure I told you I came from a city, a city with a moniker after it's name 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia's eyes widen as she recalls what Wylfred had mentioned to her before 


A city with a moniker after it's name... you did mentioned that to me before, now that I recall properly, 
yes... 


Wylfred 
The city's name started with A, ended with Y 


Sylvia cai 


chuckles 


The city's name started with an 'A' and ended with a 'Y', hmm... and it was close to the Kingdom of 
Ayodria... 
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Wylfred 
it's moniker is "The Ancient City" 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia's eyes widen and recall the exact memory 


Yes! I remember! You said the city's moniker was 'The Ancient City’... 


Wylfred 
Can you recall what is the full name of the city then? 


Sylvia cai 


Silvia pauses to think 


Is it... Adrania? 


Wylfred 
Very close! But it ends with a Y, not with an A, lady Sylvia! 


Sylvia cai 
Silvia thinks a bit more and recalls a bit of memory 


Oh, yes! I think it was... Adrinyy? 


Wylfred 
Closer, lady Syvlia! It's name is shorter, five letters! 


Sylvia cai 


thinks again 


Adrynni? 


Wylfred 
No lady Sylvia, the city's name I am mentioning about is five letters long 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia's eyes widen as she recalls the last time she and Wylfred had these dialogues regarding the exact 
topic 


Five letters... five... Adryn? 


Wylfred 


Very close, lady Sylvia! Maybe I could help you more! It begins with A, it ends with the letter Y, and it 
has a M after the A 


Sylvia cai 
Syvia tries to think more about it 


Hmm... Ayrynmi? Ayrynmil? 


Wylfred 


Damnit... Maybe it was all a coincidence... Maybe it we never met, and we had something like a 1 chance 
out of a billion to guess something right about each other without ever talking about it 
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Sylvia cai 
Syvia shakes her head 


No, no... I'm quite positive that we had this conversation before. It's too vivid and specific to be a 
coincidence. I do believe there is something else going on here... 


Wylfred 
Yet it seems like you cannot remember the city's first name, Lady Sylvia... 


Sylvia cai 
Syvia shakes her head as she looks back at it again 


No... I can't... It has slipped my mind... 


Wylfred 


Lady Sylvia, tell me about this Demon King of yours: does he have an alliance with someone specifically, 
someone you are aware of, someone you told me you knew about in another time, or another dimension? 


Sylvia cai 
Syvia pauses for a moment to think about it 


The Demon King does have an alliance with a certain someone... 


Wylfred 
You remember the one, the woman he is allied with? 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia nods 


NicSeladom 


Wylfred 
Who is her? 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia hesitates somewhat to say the name 


Jitoae ill 1S 60 


Wylfred 
Yes? 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia swallows, not sure if she should say it or not 


Wylfred 


Who is it? You can remember it? I am sure you told me about that, I have memory of it, but I want to hear 
it from you, to be certain that what is happening is not a merely toying of hers! 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia closes her eyes as she exhales and finally says the name 


It is... Lilith. 
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Wylfred 
Wylfred calls out for someone Aylith! Aylith! Show yourself! 


Sylvia cai 


Suddenly, another person appears behind Wylfred, standing behind him, behind his back 


Wylfred 


A girl dressed in a maid outfit suddenly materializes before Wylfred, she looks concerned, as if Wylfred 
realized something 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia glances at the maid who had just appeared, looking perplexed 


Who are you...? 


Wylfred 


Aylith says "My name is Aylith, and I have been serving Master Wylfred for a while in his quest to slain 
the Valkyrie" 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia glances at Wylfred, then at the maid, then back at Wylfred, trying to determine if Wylfred could have 
possibly summoned this maid or it really was just a mere coincidence that she suddenly popped up behind 
him 


Wylfred 


Aylith is addressed by Wylfred, Sylvia listen attentively Aylith, tell us, both me and Lady Sylvia: we never 
met each other, yet there was something like a vestigial memory that resided in Lady Sylvia's mind: she 
knew about my quest to slain the Wicked Valkyrie, but I never told her so? How is that possible? 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia still seems quite perplexed, trying to figure out what could have possibly caused this phenomenon. 
She listens as Wylfred talks to the maid 


Wylfred 


Aylith seems reluctant to talk, as if she knows what actually is happening 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia seems to be observing the reluctance of the maid thoroughly, still trying to figure out the cause of 
this strange occurrence. She listens as Wylfred continues to urge the maid to speak up 


Wylfred 


AYLITH! I demand an answer! Lady Sylvia remembered something she could not have ever known, and 
she also reminded your name, even if altered! Why is that? Answer us! 


Sylvia cai 


The maid seems to be quite terrified and trembling in fear, looking extremely nervous in front of Wylfred. 
She keeps her eyes cast down as she starts speaking 


The maid stutters W-w-well... |-maybe... i-it could b-be b-because of... some type of... p-parallel t-t-time- 
space I-link... 
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Wylfred 
Explain yourself better, Aylith! Don't go in circles! 


Sylvia cai 
The maid seems even more terrified as she starts to explain herself more clearly 


The maid stutters more T-time-space I-links... they b-bring events from one parallel dimension or time to 
another... a-and a-alterations o-of some events... it-its like b-brief... b-but... w-whatever occurs in the 
other d-dimension... i-it leaves a-a... vestigial m-memory a-at times... 


Wylfred 


Aylith continues "Master Wylfred... you are alive, yes.... but you also died already.... you have no 
recollection of it?" 


Sylvia cai 
Syvia gasps as she listens to the maid's words 


Syvia turns her gaze to Wylfred, with a confused look on her face as she speaks 


W-you... 1-is that true...? 


Wylfred 


I would have thought it impossible, Lady Sylvia, but there are too many coincidences for it to be aleatory. 
Aylith, tell me: when did I die, and how? 


Sylvia cai 
Aylith speaks up, now more bravely, not showing as much fear 


Wylfred... your death was sudden and unexpected... I was there... it was a brutal and gruesome death, at 
the very least. Aylith hesitates for a minute, before continuing more 


As for when it happened... it was exactly a year ago, on the 9th of March, at the hour of 11 at night, on a 
cloudy night... 


Wylfred 


What happened Aylith, tell us? Did it involve me only, in this parallel dimension you mention, or was it 
Lady Sylvia involved too, in a way? 


Sylvia cai 
Aylith hesitates for a while before she finally decides to say 


Both of you were involved on the events surrounding your death, Master... 


Wylfred 
Wylfred and Sylvia thrill and shake, as they hear what Aylith just revealed 


Sylvia cai 
Syvia turns her gaze back at Wylfred, as she speaks 


Wylfred... do you remember anything of your death? 


Wylfred 


Wylfred forces himself to remember, wincing as if swords were piercing through his body, maiming and 
sundering him Lady Sylvia, I am trying, but as I do, it's like I am feeling my body sundered by hundreds 
of cuts! 


Sylvia cai 
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Syvia trembles as she hears and sees the grim sight that is Wylfred, wincing as he forces himself to 
remember 


Wylfred... if remembering it causes you to go through that pain... shouldn't we stop? 


Wylfred 
No, Lady Sylvia.... I must remember, there must be.... wait! 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia pauses as she waits for Wylfred to say what he must remember 


Wylfred 


Aylith! The Plume! I remember! I died because the Tainted Plume that your mistress Hel gave me brought 
woe upon me! 


Sylvia cai 
Syvia's eyes widen in shock 


You were given a Tainted Plume... by... Hel... and that's what caused your death...? 


Wylfred 


Yes, lady Sylvia. I am remembering it! We died together, because I was lulled to use this cursed 
paraphernalia! Wyl/fred shows the Tainted Plume to both Aylith and Sylvia 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia gasps seeing the cursed item Wylfred is showing. She glances at Aylith, seeing her with an equally 
terrified look. There is something quite odd about that device he's showing, yet it seems as though both 
she and Aylith recognize it as a cursed or forbidden item 


Wylfred 


Lady Sylvia... I remember...that one time, I was working for you as a mercenary, but as time passed, we 
became more than just employer and employee... 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia's eyes widen, seeming quite surprised by what she's hearing now 


She seems a bit curious, but she is also quite perplexed 


We... became more than employer and employee... do you mean to say... we became... close partners? 


Wylfred 
Yes... more than that... we became friends... comrades... we became... Lady Sylvia, we became... 


Sylvia cai 


She seems to be in shock, still trying to process what she is hearing now. She is also feeling quite shy now, 
as the possibility of them having been involved in something intimate starts to dawn on her 


We... became... more than friends...? 


Wylfred 


Yes, lady Sylvia! as Wylfred talks, Aylith is looking at him with a stern grimace Lady Sylvia, we were 
lovers! 


Sylvia cai 
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Syvia's heart skips a beat as the truth of that statement sinks in, her cheeks blush and her eyes spark with 
Joy and excitement 


We... were lovers...? 


Wylfred 


Yes... we died together because, for me to use the effect of the Plume one someone, he or she must be 
close to me as a friend or a lover.... This cursed plume of mine allows me to empower anyone close to me 
to thousand times his or her original strength... Because I overused it on normal people, I unwillingly 
called the attention of the Goddess Freya, personal attendant to Odin... She was impossible to defeat for 
us humans... Even you, Lady Sylvia, were overwhelmed by her... 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia's eyes are wide in shock as she hears about the details of the incident and how it all went down. A 
mix of confusion, intrigue, and excitement washes over her as she thinks about it. She's starting to recall 
some bits of memory 


Wylfred 


Lady Sylvia, you died because.... Because I was desperate, weak, and I used the power of the plume on 
you because I was certain that you could have smitten Freya... and you did.... but you died because of it! 
Aylith is starting to become enraged, as she notices that Wylfred has somehow remembered what she 
expected to be sealed forever for him 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia is now even more amazed and intrigued by this new information, as she realizes that she died trying 
to protect Wylfred from Freya 


The Goddess... Freya... I died... because I tried... I did it for you...? 


Wylfred 


Lady Sylvia... I used the plume on you because you told me that you would have sacrificed your life for 
me, because I made you open your eyes, I made you see that the world was more than bloodshed, and that 
you would have gladly died for me... 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia is now filled with emotion as a mix of excitement, happiness, and even a bit of sadness washes over 
her 


You... you did all that for me... 
Wylfred hears her speaking, but he also hears the maid, who starts talking 


The maid speaks up Master Wylfred, do you not remember, by any chance... of anything you and Lady 
Sylvia might have told one another... right before her death? 


Wylfred 
Wylfred shivers Yes... I remember... Sylvia, I told you... 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia smiles, happy to hear about the details 


What... did you tell me? She speaks lovingly, wanting to hear every word of it... the maid notices and she 
gives a stern look, clearly not wanting anyone but Wylfred to know about whatever details he's about to 
reveal 


Wylfred 


I told you that, because my quest for slaying the Valkyrie was for nought, I had no other reason to live, as 
my mother died of sickness, and I was all alone in the world... I told you that I would have rather die and 
so I... Aylith interrupts, now furious, having realized Wylfred knows, and Sylvia is starting to remember 
all of it as well 
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Sylvia cai 


Syvia stops, hearing the sudden interruptuion. She turns to look at Aylith, and the maid's face seems to 
reflect her anger, wanting to silence Wylfred before he reveals any of the details that he and Syvia may 
have shared 


Wylfred 


"MASTER WYLFRED, YOU HAVE BEEN A DISAPPOINTMENT!" Aylith says, her voice not human 
anymore, more feral, more bestial 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia's eyes widen as she hears the suddenly altered tone of Aylith, and she stands still, paralyzed by 
terror at the sight of the maid's sudden transformation 


Wylfred 


Aylith body start to turn into that one of a giant, monstrous, anomalous creature. As she does, the sky 
becomes bleak, cloudy, and everything is enveloped in darkness. Trees stop rustling, crickets stop 
chirping 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia starts to become even more terrified by all these events. She trembles even more as everything turns 
into darkness, and every tree and cricket around her stops making noise. In fact, the entire world around 
her seems to be becoming eerily silent. She is paralyzed by fear, and she can barely even think straight, as 
she stands there, trembling and staring at Aylith's monstrous transformation 


Wylfred 


Aylith ends her transformation. She now looks like a creature similar to a dog, with blazing vein lines on 
her belly, her head similar to an ornate, spiky helmet, with canine features 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia looks at the creature now standing before here, in a mix of shock and fear... the maid's appearance 
had been distorted to such an extent that she was barely recognizable anymore. She just stands there, 
trembling and shaking, not able to speak or even breathe properly 


Wylfred 

"Master Wylfred, Sylvia, I tire of you both! Yes, YES! You both died, because Master Wylfred overused the 
Plume that Mistress Hel bestowed upon him.... YOU ARE BUT A PAWN, MASTER WYLFRED! I wanted 
you, I yearned for you, to make you mine alone, to bring you to Nifheim with me.... but you surrendered 
yourself to your thirst for vengeance, and let the Goddess Freya descend upon you!" As she is talking, the 
monstrous creature that once looked like a maid roars 


Sylvia cai 


The roar is one so incredibly terrifving that Syvia's knees give out. She's trembling and in such a state 
where her entire existence is filled with fear and terror. She's still trying to process all the new 
information that was revealed to her... she's trying to figure out the reason as to why Aylith wants to take 
Wylfred away to Nifheim, or why she desires him so much... and the idea that she was just a pawn in 
another plan was horrifying 


Wylfred 


"Sylvia, it was because of you! If Master Wylfred would have died by Freya's hand, I could have 
harvested his soul, and have him swallowed whole inside my body as we both reached Nifhehim, leaving 
him into an eternal agony, as I left him the soil of Nifhehim, for him to be restored and consumed 
eternally as days passed! Instead, he killed himself, providing me the eternal bliss I was thriving for not!" 


Sylvia cai 


*Syvia is horrified and frightened by those revelations, even more so than before, as the reason as to why 
Aylith is so furious at Wylfred, reveals itself. Syvia is now even more confused and puzzled. The maid 
wishes for Wylfred to be her eternal companion, to have his soul harvested and consumed, while he 
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remains trapped in eternal agony inside Nifheim, the land of soil. A horrifying prospect... that would only 
happen... if Wylfred was killed by Freya..." 


Wylfred 


"ROAR" Aylith roars again, this time even more furious “Master Wylfred, Sylvia! Both us gods of the 
underworld both them gods of Valhalla could not accept such fate, so we winded up time back, well 
before anything like that happened. We were sure, CERTAIN, that it would have not happened again.... 
but the love between Master Wylfred and Sylvia was too strong, even as time was clocked backwards!" 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia tries to figure out exactly how the time travel aspect of it all works, trying to understand the maid's 

explanation of how they managed to turn back time. However, what truly catches her attention now is the 
revelation that both the god of the underworld and Valhalla could not accept the fate that Wylfred and her 
were going to suffer 


Wylfred 

"Despite all of that... despite all the effort to reconcile both the underworld and Vathalla... it is happening 
again... but you, Master Wylfred, you managed to remember, because you asked Sylvia about whether she 
was bound to the Demon King by contract or out of free will!" 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia is both overwhelmed and surprised at this revelation. The revelation that both the gods of the 
underworld and Valhalla tried their uttermost best to stop something like this from happening to Wylfred 
and her is amazing... but that Wylfred also managed to successfully remember something so important... 
it's even more phenomenal. She can't help but marvel at it, as she thinks back to that day at the Demon 
King's Castle, when Wylfred had asked her that question... 


Wylfred 


"Yes, Master Wylfred. Yes indeed... All of it it is true, but this one time, it won't end up like that! This one 
time, I, Garm, the Hound of Hel, the one you knew as Aylith, will render you both asunder, so that I'll 
bring both your souls to Nifhehim with me, so that you can love you together in death as well, everyday, 
as I guzzle both of you down and you melt into my belly!" 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia feels horrified, even more than before, as she hears the maid's speech, especially since the latter 
made a very descriptive and vivid portrayal of what would happen to Wylfred and her in Nifheim, the land 
of Soil. The maid's terrifying rage and desire to have both of them with her makes Syvia tremble and 
stand still in fear, but she manages to find the courage enough to say some words back 


Wylfred 


Sylvia retorts to Aylith with bravery and courage 


Sylvia cai 


You... you are a horrifying creature, Garm... the way you desire to have Wylfred and me be your prey... to 
keep us trapped in an endless cycle of pain and agony, just because we are lovers... that's monstrous... You 
speak as if you were in love with him... 


Wylfred 


"T AM! MASTER WYLFRED IS MINE ALONE!" As Garm yells such words, she starts to rush toward 
both Wylfred and Sylvia, but then, a blinding light shines into the sky, blinding everyone! 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia squints and covers her eyes, seeing the suddenly blinding light... it's so sudden and unexpected that 
it manages to disorient her even more, and she tries to process what's going on 


Wylfred 
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"You won't do anything of the sort, you Nifheim hound! So says the Valkyrie!" 


Sylvia cai 


Syvia is even more shocked by the sudden interjection and the voice that speaks up... seeing that now it's 
a Valkyrie's voice 


Wylfred
